The question submitted by Judge 
Brunson had arisen concerning the 
change of a name of a minor child of a 


broken marriage where the parent in 
custody of the child filed a petition for 
the change of the name of the minor, or 
joined the child in a petition for the 
change of its name. In the question, the 
judge asked ‘‘Is it necessary for the 
parent of a child who does not have 
custody to join in the petition and/or 
consent to the change of the name of the 
minor?”’ 

According to Graddick’s answer, 4 
minor child is under the custody and 
control of his parents and cannot sign a 


petition seeking to have his name 
changed without parental consent. 
Furthermore, the consent of both 


parents is required when the parents 
are married to each other, In the event 
the parents are not married to each 
other, the consent of the custodial 
parent is required, However, it was the 
Attorney General's opinion that the 
non-custodial parent must be given 
notice of the petition, Finally, if the 
parents share joint custody of the child, 
the consent of both is necessary.

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A Flight On A SAC Mission

Recently I was allowed to observe 
and photograph a small segment of a 
worldwide Strategic Air Command 
mission. The mission - ‘‘Global Shield”’ 

involved B-52 bombers and their 
support aircraft from U.S. Air Force 
bases around the world. 

Observing from Warner Robins 
AFB, Georgia, I reported to the base 
long before daylight for briefing. Upon 
arrival I was met by the commander of 
the 19th Bombardment Wing, Colonel 
Richard L. Purdum, who stuck out his 
hand with a simple introduction: ‘‘Hi, 
I’m Dick Purdum."’ 

There were several specially invited 


guests in the group and flight for that 
day, and after meeting at the pre- 
arranged pickup point, we were taken 
by military bus into the highly classified 
SAC area of the air base. As the bus 


passed through several checkpoints and 
by warning signs and the fences got 
higher, we saw various isolated, 
guarded, enclosed areas that only our 
imagination told us their exact purpose 
on the facility. One multi-fenced, 
brilliantly lit, well-guarded area was 
described by a self-proclaimed visitor 
on our bus as the storage area for 
nuclear bombs. We received no

After what seemed like 20 miles of 
riding, we arrived at a low unassuming 
building, and as we were disembarking 
from the bus, were told we had to stay 
together inside this building; we 
couldn’t even go to the bathroom alone. 
Inside we were led into a briefing room 
and along with a short overview on the 
whole concept of the worldwide 
mission, were told what aircraft we 
would be flying in, its flight plan and 
our expected return to the air base. 

We were assigned to a K-135 tanker 
with a mission of refueling bombers that 
had already been dispersed to other air 
bases the day before under simulated 
combat conditions. Our flight plan was 
to fly southwest from the Georgia base 
until we arrived at the Gulf, and then 
turn back southeast crossing the state of 
Florida near St. Petersburg, flying 
across the state and on toward 
Bermuda. Sometime after we got back 
over the ocean, we were to hook up with 
a B-52 that was thirsty for fuel and 
refuel the hungry giant. 

Only a few areas were put off limits 
to the roving eyes of the newspaper 
cameras, and even this appeared to be 
on the honor system. The off-limits area 
emphasized most was the alert pad 
where the aircraft assigned to defend 
this country in a first alert situation 
were parked and ready to fly on a 
moment’s notice. We were told that 
during all practice missions, @ certain 
classified number of aircraft were 
already armed and ready to defend 
America upon orders of the president. 

After the briefing, some hot coffee 
and sweet rolls to wake up sleepy 
visitors, we were loaded back onto the 
bus for the trip to the flight line. We 
remember thinking as we emerged from 
the windowless building that it was 
about time to get up and dress if we 
wanted to be fishing by daylight. 

Once aboard the huge aircraft we 
were issued emergency oxygen masks, 
life jackets and ear plugs. There was 
plenty of room aboard the four-engine 
aircraft, as the cargo bay is easily large 
enough to hold a bowling alley in its 11 
foot-by-86'2-foot area. This is in 
addition to the fuel cells that carry the 
thousands of gallons of fuel for the 
B-52’s. They carry enough fuel to last 
the average car driver 46 years! 

It was reassuring to open the booklet 
given me during the briefing and see 
that our head pilot had a total of 2233 
hours flying military aircraft. Even that 
however didn’t prevent this male 
chauvinist from experiencing a start 
when we saw a young female co-pilot in 
the cockpit. 

There was plenty of room to look out 
the window after we were airborne at 
out 7 a.m. takeoff, and plenty of time to 
lie in the boom operator’s bay and 
experience the weird feeling that we 
were 20,000 feet in the air and there was 
nothing between us and the ground but 
a few puffs of cloud, 


During the flight the crew took time 
to answer any questions, demonstrate 
the working of equipment, etc., and tell 
a few war stories. We were assured 
that, in spite of the almost 1,000 gallons 
of fuel being pumped into a bomber 
flying at 500 miles an hour only 20 feet 
away ... there was no way we could 
have trouble, such as a fuel fire. 

The flight was marred by the only 
solid cloud cover on the flight, which 
was over south Alabama and northwest 
Florida. It cleared up by the time we 
reached the white sand beaches of 
northwest Florida, and the sun was high 
enough to clearly show the resort area 
sunbathers basking under the early 
morning sun, 


The flight went as scheduled, and 
when we arrived back at Warner Robins 
we were fed all sorts of good food by 
wives of the officers under the 
organizational efforts of the wing 
commander's wife Lorraine, who took 
time out from her five children to feed 
the troops.

Poisons 


Admist the lushness of 
summer with its oil-drenched 
bodies, shouts of excited 
children, and dedicated 
outdoors-men lurks the 
threat of tragedy--poison 
tragedy. 

This year in Alabama 
over 45,000 people will be 
poisoned, and many of these 
will occur during the summer 


months, 
Most poisonings can be 
prevented Through 


carelessness and lack of 
awareness many Alabamians 
become victims of poisons 
within the ‘‘safety’’ of their 
home. 

Dr. Alvin C. Bronstein, 
medical director of the 
Alabama Poison Center says 
that Alabamians will suffer 
around 5000 such poisonings 
this summer. He warns that 
poisonings increase by an 
alarming 20 percent during 
the months June, July and 
August. 

‘Not only do the number 
of poisonings increase but 
the severity of the poisonings 
also worsens during these 
vacation months,’’ Dr. 
Bronstein states. 

He attributes the 
substantial increase te 
several factors: children are 
on vacation from school; 
home routines are disrupted; 
pesticides are in use; 
gasoline and pool chemicals 
are left out; snakes, spiders 
and harmful insects are 
lurking; and poisonous 
plants are growing and 
blooming. 
children may actively play 
around gasoline, charcoal 
lighting fluid, insecticides, 
weedkillers, paint thinners 
and pool chemicals 

Sometimes the above 
products are stored in plastic 
milk jugs or other food 
containers for 
‘*convenience’’. Every year 
the Alabama Poison Center 
receives calls because 
children drink from such 
containers not knowing what 
was inside them. 

These poisonings do not 
limit themselves to children, 
Adult poisonings increase as 
well. Adults tend to get 
harmful substances in their 
eyes, on their skin and in 
their lungs by inhalation 
when using products care- 
lessly or improperly; Also, 
poisonous plants, snakes and 
harmful insects do not 
discriminate between agex

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Horticulture Tips 
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AZALEA DATANA 

This is a_ colorful 
caterpillar that will defoliate 
azalea plants. These cater- 
pillars are hairy and red to 
clack with rows of white to 
yellow spots along the side. 
They usually have a red head 
and will probably be red 
underneath. They are very 
easy to identify. 

A check on your azalea 
plants every three or four 
days will help you find these 
caterpillars before they do 
much damage to your azalea 
plants. If you catch them 
when they are very young, 
they are usually all located 
on one limb, and I would 
suggest just cutting this limb 
off and destroying the 
caterpillars. If you would 
rather spray, a good spraying 
of Sevin will control these 
worms when they are young. 
I have heard of them being 
out already this year, so you 
might want to start checking 
your azaleas regularly for the 
azalea datana. 


PEACH TREE BORER — 
The peach tree borer is 
one of the most damaging 
insects to peach trees. The 
borer is a white worm-like 
grub with a brown head. The 
adult worm, which is a moth, 
will lay eggs on the trunk of 
the peach tree just above 
ground level. When these 
eggs hatch out, the little 
borer will bore under the 
bark and actually girdle the 
tree killing it in just a year or 
two. If you have seen a 
jelly-like substance coming 
out of the peach tree about 
ground level, this is a sure

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indication that you have 
peach tree borers. 
To control, apply 


Dursban in a coarse spray on 
your large limbs and trunks 
as soon as you harvest the 
peaches. Make two more 
applications 15-20 days apart 
with the last application 
coming somewhere between 
the ist and 15th of Septem- 
ber. There is only one 
generation of moth each 
year, so if you can have your 
tree trunk protected during 
the time the moth emerges to 
lay eggs, you can control the 
peach tree borer.

They don’t expect to make a 
lot of profit, but it will be an 
excellent experience. 

Kevin and Warren are

WORMS 

Coffee County soybean 
growers are learning more 
about the crop every year. 
One thing soybean growers 
have learned is that you 
don’t have to spray an insec- 
ticide every time you see a 
few worms in a field of 
soybeans. 

Foliage feeding insects 
are beginning to show up in 
some of the soybean fields. 
The major foliage feeders are 
the fall armyworm, the velvet 
bean caterpillar, and the 
soybean looper. The velvet 
bean caterpillar has faint 
white stripes down the side. 
They wiggle rapidly when 
touched. The fall armyworm 
is identified by an inverted 
‘*Y’’ on its head. They can 
strip plants quickly. The

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soybean looper doesn’t.show 
up until mid-August through 
September. 

From pod set to maturity 
Auburn University 
specialists recommend 
treating so as to prevent 
more than a 20% leaf loss. 
However, if you find five to 
eight soybean loopers and 
velvet bean catepillars one- 
fourth inch long or longer per 
foot of row, go ahead and 
treat. 

Pod worms should be 
controlled when you find an 
average of one per foot of 
row. If you have problems 
with soybean insects, get in 
touch with us. 


RAIN AND LEAFSPOT 

The rain last Tuesday was 
like a blood transfusion for 
peanuts in this county. Most 
areas got anywhere from .4 
to over 2 inches of rain. The 
rain was.very important in 
keeping peanuts making. 

Once the pegging and 
pod formation has started, it 
is much better not to have 
that process interrupted. So 
the rain we got was 
extremely valuable. I hope 
that we can continue to get 
good rains and showers 
throughout August. 

If we do get good rains 
and showers, it is very 
important that each field of 
peanuts be protected from 
early and late leafspot. If it 
rains frequently enough, 
some fields may need to be 
sprayed every 7 days. Keep 
on a good schedule. Don't 
let leafspot lower your yields 
and quality. It’s much better 
to put the protection on a day 
to two ahead than a couple of 
days late.

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New Law Prohibits Window Coverings 


“The law prohibiting the 
use of non-transparent 
window covering on motor 
vehicles was passed by the 
Alabama Legislature and 
became law July 18,’’ said 
Colonel Byron Prescott, 
Director, Director of the 


Alabama Department --of. - 


Public Safety. 

Act 83-572 amends 
Section 32-5-215, Code of 
Alabama 1975 which 
required windshield and 
windshield wipers and 
prevented signs, posters, or 


other non-transparent 
material upon the front wind- 
shield, sidewing, or rear 
windows of such vehicle 
which obstruct the driver's 
clear view or the highway or 
any intersecting highway. 
This amendment states that, 
*‘(D) no person shall operate 
a motor vehicle which has a 
windshield, sidewing or rear 
window which has tinting to 
the extent or manufactured 
in such a way that occupants 
of the vehicle cannot be 
easily identified or 


recognized through the side- 
wing or rear windows from 
outside the motor vehicle. 
“(E) The provisions of 
this act shall not apply to the 
manufactured tinting of 
windshields of motor 
vehicles or to certificates of 
identification, decals or other 
papers required by law to be 
displayed on such windshield 


‘or windows."’ 


The Department of Public 
Safety realizes this law only 
affects a small percentage of 


vehicles in Alabama, but in 
all fairness, the Department 


is asking all other law 
enforcement agencies to join 
us and allow owners 


sufficient time to have this 
prohibited material removed 
and comply with the law. 
Between now and 
October 1, the Department 
will implement a statewide 
educational program to 
inform the public of this new 
law and beginning October 1, 
1983, Troopers will be 
directed to begin writing 


warning tickets for this 
offense, which hopefully will 
promote voluntary 
compliance. However, 
beginning January 1, 1984, 
arrest tickets will be written 
for this violation. 


Federal law prohibit 
windows that are not 70% 
translucent. All new auto- 
mobile manufacturers 
comply with this regulation. 
This new Alabama law 
applies to ‘‘after-market’’ 
window tinting, also.

As the woman considered 
the proposition, 4 second 
man walked up and asked 
what was going on. He said 
he wanted to take part. Con- 
vinced it was a good deal, the 
woman withdrew $3,000 - her 
life savings from her 
account and gave it to the 
first man outside the bank. 
Told to meet him at a nearby 


hardware store later that 
afternoon, she dutifully 
showed up on time and 
waited... and waited... 
and waited. 

The woman not only 


never saw one penny of the 
“found'’ money, she also 
lost her life savings. She was 
another victim of a bold but 
common confidence game 
known as the ‘‘Pigeon 
drop.’ Sometimes the 
stranger says the money was 
inherited and he doesn’t 
need all of it. Or a stranger 
says he is a bank examiner 
and needs your help to catch 
a dishonest bank employee. 
In all of these rip-offs, a 
stranger asks you to give him 
money. You should always 
be on guard for such a get- 
rich-quick scheme. 

Another common rip-off 
occurs in a door-to-door 
approach. Often a man will 
claim to represent the city or 
county and will say that your 
home needs certain work on 
it to meet the requirements 
of the law. Don’t take his 
word for it. Call the govern- 
ment agency he claims to 
represent and verify what he 
says. 

If a door-to-door sales- 
man offers to do home 
repairs, always get a written 
estimate of the cost first. 
Compare this cost with other 
businesses. Check on any 
repair work you have under- 
way, and don’t hesitate to 
complain if you aren’t sat- 
isfied with the work. If the 
workers won't complete the 
work they promised to do, 
see a lawyer. 

Swindlers are everywhere 
and a consumer must learn to 
spot them. Once you have 
signed a contract or made a 
purchase, you may never get 
off the hook. The following 
are several ways to avoid 
being ripped off: 


***Don't fall for the 
sympathy approach, such as 
“I’m working my way 
through college.’’ It's often a 
line to get you to sign up. 
Organized crews are trained 
to tell sob stories. Once you 
sign, they take your ‘money 
and move on to the next 
town. : 

***Before giving money to a 
local charity or other worthy 
cause, call to verity the 
solicitor’s identity. 

***Do not send money to 
someone listed in a chain

illegal. If you get one, take it 
to your local post office. 


***Watch ‘‘Going out of 
Business’ sales. Some 
stores have fake ‘‘selling 


out’’ sales just to get you in 
the store. 

***Beware of leads to un- 
expected inheritances. 
Swindlers have collected 
millions of dollars in fake 
‘‘expenses’’ by leading 
people to believe they can 
inherit money from estates of 
distant relatives. 

***There’s no easy way to 
earn money at home. Most 
work-at-home schemes 
require you to buy some- 
thing in order to earn. You 
find later there is no market 
for what you produce, or your 
efforts are ‘‘not up to 
standards."’ 

***Watch out for high 
interest rates. Credit cost 
can more than double the 
total cost of things you buy. 
Compare the cash price and 
the total cost when ll 
interest and finance charges 
are included. Know the true 
interest rate and don't be 
misled by a promise of low 
monthly payments. Shop 
around for financing as you 
would for shoes. 

*** Avoid ‘bait and switch’’ 
ads, such as ‘‘Three 
complete rooms of furniture, 
only $178."’ These unbelieve- 
able ads are often come-ons, 
and the item is not really for 
sale. Salesmen may then try 
to get you to switch to over- 
priced items. 

***Vanity can cost you 
money. No known product or 
services can grow your hair, 
make you taller, remove 
wrinkles, develop your bust, 
or reduce your weight by 
massage, creams, belts or 
girdles. 

***Be wary of any coupon 
deals. Sometimes the 
merchants named will not 
honor the coupons you get. 
Call some of the businesses 


included in the coupons 
before you buy. 
***Be very careful before 


joining a health spa or club. 
Alabama's attorney general 
has sued 20 health clubs in 
less than two years for 
deceptive practices. Some of 
these clubs use _ high 
pressure sales tactics and 
misrepresent their facilities. 
They often go out of busi- 
ness. Never sign a lifetime 
contract.

For Help In Fighting Pending Lawsuits 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Aug. 8 at 
the courthouse in Elba and held a short, 
but active meeting. 

Present at the bi-monthy meeting 
were chariman Marion Brunson and 
commissioners Rex Boutwell, Billy 
Eagerton, Gilmer Grant, Charlie Mack 
Martin, Eugene Bradley and Marvin 
Bowden. 

After the routine approval of the 
minutes of the previous meeting, the 
commission bowed in a moment of 
silence in memory of former county 
commissioner Flourney Whitman, who 
died over the weekend. 

Sheriff Brice Paul was the meeting 
first visitor, and the sheriff addressed 
the commission of three items. 

A special assessment of $954 to be 
made annually for three years to the 
Alabama Sheriff's Association for 


requested by Sheriff Paul, who is the 
president of the state-wide organiza- 
tion. The money, to be collected from all 
counties based on population, will be 
used to help cover the expense of 
purchasing a central office for the 
sheriff's organization. 

Comm. Martin stated he felt the 
amount was excessive and suggested 
the county make a one time allocation of 
$1,000. 

Sheriff Paul stated the request 
would be made annually and asked the 
commission to pay the first assessment, 
then consider the next two payments in 
future budgets.

Election Dates Still Up 
In The Air In Alabama 


It has been seyeral months since a 
federal court judge ruled that Alabama 
must hold new elections to conform with 
new district boundaries brought about 
by reapportionment; however, the date 
of the elections is still up in the air, ac 
the political parties ponder the need for 
primaries. 

Bill Stokes, State Democratic Party 
Executive Committee member, 
reported this week that the party has 
until August 12 to determine whether to 
nominate candidates or hold primaries. 
It is Stokes’ contention, based on 
discussions with other party officials, 


that primaries will not be held and that 
candidates will be appointed. 

Nothing will be official until after 
August 12, and even then the date of 
the election may change, as some state 
officials report the November 8 general 
election will be moved up to September 
27 if no primaries are held. This 
possibility seems remote, however, as 
Republican primaries are expected in 
some areas. 

About the only certainty at this time 
is that both Rep. Jimmy Holley and Sen. 
Crum Foshee will be seeking 
re-election!

The City of Elba continues to be in 
mourning this week following the 
weekend deaths of two prominent Elba 
residents. These citizens - Flournoy 
Whitman and M.J. Lee - both died on 
Saturday following brief illnesses. 

Mr. Whitman was a lifelong resident 
of Coffee County and was active in both 
city and county affairs. He was one of 
the original organizers of the Elba 
Volunteer Fire Department in 1931 and 
served as fire chief 22 years. Whitman 
served as a county commissioner for 24 
years - from 1952-1976, and in 1977 was 
named Elba’s ‘‘Man of the Year.”’ 

A paragraph from an Elba Clipper 
news article on March 31, 1977, best 
described the late Mr. Whitman, as 
follows... 

‘Businessman, farmer, public 
servant and government official, 
Whitman has been faithful in his service 
to his God, his community and to his 
fellowman.”’ 


Mr. Lee was also a lifelong resident 
of Coffee County and was also a 
member of a prominent Elba family. He 
was the Standard Oil distributor in Elba 
for many years and served on the Board 
of Directors of the Elba Exchange Bank.

by Troy police on Saturday, August 6, 
after the escapee had allegedly 
burglarized two Troy homes and led 
police on a four-hour chase. 

The inmate, James Melvin Jones, 
age 21, reportedly escaped from the 
Elba facility on July 1, and only recently 
returned to the area from New Jersey. 

Jones, who was taken to the Pike 
County Jail, is charged with burglary 
first- and second-degree, attempted 
burglary, and escape charges. 

According to Troy police officials, 
Jones is accused of burglarizing the 


home of S.C, Chatmon on Central , 


Avenue, at approximately 12:00 p.m., 
at which time he allegedly took a wrist 
watch. Police arrived at the scene

The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday, August 4, at S p.m, in their 
regularly scheduled meeting, Routine 
approval of payment of expenses and 
reading of the minutes from the last 
meeting opened the meeting. 

Mrs. Sandra Lott of Enterprise was 
hired to teach secondary science (two 
eighth-grade and three ninth-grade

Jones 
was then sighted attempting to flee the 
area, and another foot chase ensued. 
The escapee was captured a short time 
later attempting to hide in a growth of 
kudzu.
